CLERK: 1 have nothing further on the bill, Mr. President.
SENATOR CLARK: The motion before the House is the advance-
ment of LB 494. All those in favor say aye, opposed nay.
The bill 1is advanced. LB 302.

CLERK: Mr. President, there are E & R amendments to
LB 302.

SENATOR CLARK: Senator Kilgarin.
SENATOR KILGARIN: I move the E & R amendment to LB 302.
SENATOR CLARK: You have heard the motion. All thosein

favor say aye, opposed. The E & Ramendments are adopted.
Do you have anything further on the bill?

CLERK: Yes, sir. Mr. President, | now have an amendment
from Senator Wagner on page 1806 that 1 understand you wish
to withdraw, Senator. Is that right?

SENATOR WAGNER: The one on 1876 and also the one on 1908.
The one 1 would like to discuss is on 2009.

They are technical
in nature because on the first one they talk about megavolts
We do not have any lines in the State of Nebraska that has
got megavolts so really it needed to be kilovolts and the
other one was, striking some language in there that should
have been stricken In LB 181 and essentially this is all it

does. They are both technical in nature. I would urge your
adoption.
